Quick Retaliation for the Ohadouine In- 
cident. 


JUSTIN MARENGO, A LEVANTINE JOUR- 
NALIST, EXPELLED.’ 


Action Taken at the Request of the Porte— 
Oharged With Being Dangerous to the 
Fublic Peace—Not a Parallel Case .to 
the Buigarian Affair—Petition tor Re- 
dress. 


Panis, Jan. 30.—France ig no gooner out of 
one journalistic scrape than she is into ari- 
other. Hardly had she scrambled out of the 
uppleasant position she thoughtlessly placed 
herself in by protesting against the expulsion 
from Bulgaria of a French newspaper man, 
M. Chadouine, than she expels a Levantine 
journalist, M. Justin Marengo of the Latin 
Catholic Community known as Francia, from 
her territory in, apparently, the most out- 
rageous manner by order of the Minister of 
the Interior, M. Constans. If the account 
given of this affair by M. Marengois correct, 
the agents of M. Constans have acted in a 
more high-handed manner than did the 
agents of M. Stambuloff. 

M. Marengo has appealed to M. De Freyci- 
net, President of the Council, protesting 
against hisexpulsion from France, and de- 
manding that he be allowed to return. In 
his letter tothe French Premier, M. Marengo 
recalied the fact that it was through him 
that the Moniteur Oriental of Constantinople 
became a Franco- Russian organ and the sole 
controversial exponent of French ideas 
against fhe hostility of the otber powers. 
Through the Moniteur , M. Marengo, it 
would appear, fought against English in- 
fluence in the East. M. Marengo, it would 
also seem, for some reason or other left the 
staff of the Moniteur Oriental and came to this 
city, where he edited a paper which attacked 
Turkey and advocated forcing Abdul Hamid 
to renew the ‘constitution of Midhad Pasha, 
and, itis presumed, he was expelled from 
France on demand of the Sultan. 

MARENGO’S PETITION. 

M. Marengo is now petitioning to have this 
sentence of expulsion commuted and to be 
allowed to return to France and his request 
is being considered by the French govern- 
ment to the extent of consulting the wishes 
of the Porte in the matter. 

This, in itself, is not a very serious matter, 
but the account M. Marengo gives of the 
manner in which he was expelled, throws a 
very serious light upon the affair and, it is 
said, demands some explanation from the 
French government. M. Marengo’s expul- 
sion took place on Jan. 9, but the facts in the 
case have only recently become public. The 
following is M. Marengo’s account of the af- 
fair: 

The expulsion took place without the 
slightest previous warning. on Jan. 5, 1592, 
atSinthe evening, two police officers ap- 
peared at my house, No. 54 Rue de la Vic- 
toire, and requested me to call on 
trict commissary of police, who had a ‘little 
communication to make to me.

The motion was therefore declared carried, 
but then Mr. Burrows of Michigan came to 
the front with a motion to reconsider, which 
Mr. Springer moved to lay on the table. 
Again no quorum voted, and that nt was 
raised by Mr. Burrows, who said that he 
wisned to give the Democrats an object les 
son on what might be done under the pro- 
posed rules.

Lonpox, Jan. 0.—On Thursday afternoon 
Mr. Hubert Herkimer, the well-knows 
artist, delivered a lecture at the Avenue The- 
ater toa professional audience.

JURISDICTION OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
QUESTIONED BY THE DEFENSE. 


Mir. Steber Makes a Motion to Dismiss, 
Setting Forth Eleven Reasons—The 
Offense Not Denied—The Proof of the 
Nuisances Said Notto Have Been Es- 


tablished. 


The Lowell nulsance cases came up in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning at 
10 o’clock on an appeal from the Second 
District Police Court. The offenders put 
upon the defense were Flynn & Winter, 
Joseph Pfeffer, James H. Stark aud Joseph P. 
Funk. They were all charged with maintain- 
ing nuifances by the conducting of their ren- 
dering works in Lowell. The offenses were 
all the same, andthe law and arguments in 
one case applied equally well. The city was 
represented by Attorney Sim T. Price, who 
has been retained by the North st. Louis Cit!- 
gens’ Association, and the defendants were 
represented by Louis Steber. 

STEBER’S MOTION TO DISMISS. 

Mr. Steber filed a demurrer and a motion to 
dismiss the cases, and alleged a number of 
reasons therefor, as follows:

STEBER’S ARGUMENTS. 

The case was opened by Mr. Steber, who 

argued upon bis request for a dismissal of the

He said in substance: These defendants 
are charged with disobeying the orders pro- 
mulgated by the Board of Health through the 
Health Commissioner, I contend that this 
failure, refusal or neglect is not offense 
known to law and the officers cannot be pun- 
ished for this disobedience. 
„It our government were a monarchy some 
punishment could be visited upon persons 
for disobeying arbitrary commands issged by 
any specified Officials. In these cases the due 
process of law, as set down in the constitu- 
tion, has not been observed. The order is 
issued on the ex parte evidence of a witness, 
without the fact being in lawestablished. 
e proses should be this: These persons 
should be called upon to come into court and 
show cause why they should not remove their 
alleged offenses. None of the elements which 
enter into what is known as a due cause ol 
law have been allowed in this case. 
Now this body of officers says that it has 
decided and made a matter of record the fact 
that they declare these places nuisances and 
command the alleged offenders to come in 
and satisfy them that the facts alleged are 
not true. On the statement of one of their 
officers they decide to abolish the place and 
order it done withoutany judicial proceed- 
ings. The health officer is given the widest 
scope and can tell these men, I’ll shut you up 
in ten years, and to another iu shyt you up 
forthwith. This power is in every sense ille- 
gal and unjust.

to arbitrarily actin this manner, and claim 
that the Board of Health has not the Judicial 
power it attempts to take upon itself. 

Mr. Steber argued the points set down in his 
Objections at some length, ahd re-enforced 
his arguments by guotations from a mass of 
authorities.

During the ccurse ofthe lecture Prof. Con- 
ley was interrupted by the entranceof Libra- 
rian Vance, who informed him that Griffin 
Was in the room. The lecturer inquired if 
such was the case, when the president of the 
class arose and informed him that they were 
not there to spy upon their classmates. This 
broke up the lecture and the students were 
dismissed. Prof. Conley stated that he would 
not lecture as long as Griffin wasin the room.

LITTLE VILLAGE GIVEN A TERRI- 
BLE SHOCK LAST NIGHT. 


THE 


Five Thousand Pounds of the Deadly Ex- 
plosive Blown Up-—Wild Scenes in the 
Streets of Cahokia—The Factory Build- 
ing Completely Demolished — Other 
News on the East Side.

The 1,500 inhabitants of the village of Caho- 
kia were suddenly awakened from peaceful 
slumbers at an early hour this morning by 
what they supposed was an earth- 
quake. There was a low, rumbling 
sound, which seemed to come from 
the very bowels of the earth, indicating that 
all was not well below, accompanied by an 
awful trembling of the earth. The sound 
lasted for a few seconds, as did also the 
quaking of Mofher Earth. In less time 
than it takes to tell it, it was 
all over, and everything was as 
quiet and peaceful as though nothing had 
happened. The stfllness seemed almost op- 
pressive; it seemed totake the very breath 
from the mouths of the rudely awak- 
ened sleepers. For a few seconds only 
did this state of affairs remain 80. 
In an almost increditably short space of time 
the usually quiet Mttle village of Cahokia 
was in an uproar. Quietude had been turned 
into a pandemonium;acalm had proceceda 
storm. 

WILD EXCITEMENT. 

As soon as thesleepers could collect their 
senses, which seemed to bave been driven to 
the four points of the compass by the inde- 
scribable sound and shaking of 


the earth, accom panied by ‘the 
rattle of dishes in the cupboard 
and the scraping noise of the pictures which 
hung on the walis, they jumped from their 
beds, more dead than alive from fright and 
anxiety. Somerushed pellmell down stairs 
into the streets, some fainted as they 
leaped from their beds, others sprang 
to the windows and threw them 
open with a clatter and a bang, while others, 
who had regained their suddenly lost reason 
and senses, or had not been bereft of them 
from the outset, quickly got intoa few of 
their garments and hastened into the streets 
to ipquire of their neighbors what caused the 
carthquake, if there was one, and if not an 
earthquake, toascertain what the unnatural 
noise and peculiar shaking of the earth was. 

When they gained the streets, a sight never 
to be forgotten met their gaze. Men, women 
and children were running about like so 
many cattle that had been stampeded. 
The men were cursing, the 
women were screaming for their 
husbands, fathers and sons who had forgot 
ten them in the excitement of the hour, 
while the children were taking turns in call- 
ing for their parents or crying. 
Hundreds of windows were thrown 
open, lied with women and children, 
some asking what was the matter, some cali- 
ing lustily at the topof their luogs for help. 
It was a pandemonium to say the least. 

STRANGE SIGHTS. 

Many of the people had left their houses 
in such a hurry, fearing that an earth- 
guake was upon them, and afraid their oon 
homes would fall down upon their heads and 
crush their life out of them, seeking the 
streets and vacant lots for refuge, that they 
had forgotten to properly clothe themseives 
and were — 2 up and down the 
streets with only their night clothes on. 
Some had beena little more particular and 
not in such a haste, and had partially dressed 
themselves, while others could be seen has- 
tening here and there with wearing apparel 
under their arms or trying to put On a gar- 
ment as they went in quest of lace of 
safety. The sight was one never W be for- 
gotten. 

For over an hour this state of things 
resigned supreme. The half dazed citizens 
stood around in the street corners in groups

numbering from three toa score, discussing 
the cause of their sudden awakenings and of- 
fering all kinds of suggestions, being afraid 
to re-enter their homes, for fear the shaking 
of the ground would be repeated, and bring 
their homes down on thelr heads. 

After a time, as the cullar noise and 
quaking of the ground did not repeat itself, 
the citizeps gradually, left the streets and 
jots, returning to their homes. Some to their 
beds to finish their night’s sleep, which had 
been so unexpectedly broken, while others 
preferred to sit up the remainder of the 
night, for fear the same scene might have to 
be enacted over again. , 

AN INVESTIGATION MADE, 

Bright and early an investigation was 
started to ascertain, ible, the 
cause of the night’s strange disturbance. 
Before much away had been made a 
horseman rode up to the City Mall Build 
ing and announced to a ¢€rowda 
of half a hundred men who had 
congrégated there to express themselves and 
seek information, that the dynamite factory 
belonging to Camile Droit had expioded that 
night. What the citizens thought was an 
earthquake turned out to De ordinary dyna- 
mite explosion. 

The factory of Droit’s is situated a mile 
south of Kahokia, in a lonely patch of wodds, 
farfromany habitation. What caused the 
explosion will probably never be gat. 
isfactorily decided upon. Droit 
says he thinks it was caused by spontaneous 
compustion. At the time of the explosion

No person shall, directly or indirectly, 
sell intoxicating liquors in any quantity 
less than one gallon without taking out a 
license asa dramshop keeper,’’ says the 
law of Missouri, and the city ordinances 
contain the same prohibition. 

The meaning of this is indisputable. It 
means that no natural person, barkeeper, 
club steward or corporation officer or 
agent, and no corporation or civil person, 
shall sell intoxicating liquors by the small 
except under a dramshop license 
taken out and paid for as required by law. 

The plain and avowed intent of the law 
is that every person, rich or poor, who 
purchases a single drink of intoxicating 
liquor, shall take it witha license tax on 
it, and pay his share of that tax. The law 
is therefore plainly violated and its intent 
defeated by every person who sells a drink 
of intoxicating liquor without a license. 
The courts have denied that it was the in- 
tent of the Legislature to impose this 
license tax upon liquor drunk by poor men 
in saloons, while exempting the fine liq- 
uors purchased by rich men in aristocratic 
club-houses from any license tax what- 
ever. 

What respectable judge would stultify 
himself or would dare to insult the law- 
makers of the State by holding that the 
intent was, at the expense of honest, law- 
abiding, license-taxpaying saloon-keep- 
ers, to favor tippling in bawdy houses and 
aristocratic club-houses, by exempting 
the dramshop business therein from the 
license tax imposed on it when conducted 
in respectable and orderly saloons? It 
was no more the intent to exempt the rich 
club man’s tipple from taxation than it 
was to give the bawdy-houses a monopoly 
of the dram-shop business, 

On the contrary, the plain intent of the 
law was to make the dram-selling club or 
corporation pay the State as well as the 
Federal Government a dramshop license 
tax—the same tax imposed on saloon-keep- 
ers—and, with this single exception, to 
prohibit the sale of liquors in quantities 
less than one gallon everywhere but ingsa- 
loons licensed and run according to law. 

To this end heavy penalties are imposed 
on all who sell without the license; it is 
made the sworn duty of every civil officer 
who knows of any unlicensed selling to re- 
port every such case to the Grand jury or 
arrest and arraign the offender before a 
magistrate if the Grand jury is not in ges- 
sion; a heavy fine is imposed on every civil 
officer who fails in this, and the courts are 
expressly commanded by statute to give all 
these provisions as a special charge to 
every Grand jury impaneled in our court- 
houses. 

But in spite of all this, and in spite of 
provisions restricting the issue of licenses, 
every provision and principle of the law is 
violated, openly and daily, with the con- 
sent and connivance of the sworn officers 
ofthe law. The most immoral law-break- 
ers are granted license contrary to law, or 
are permitted to run dramshops without 
license. The Collector officially admits 
that there are 800 dramshops in this city 
that pay for a Federal dramshop license, 
but are permitted by State and city officers 
torun without State or city license un- 
checked and unpunished, 

Why? 

The pull of the breweries, the bawdy- 
houses, the dives and the aristocratic clubs 
against an honest enforcement of the law 
has sufficed to organize an official con- 
spiracy against its enforcement, and the 
City Collector is permitted with impunity 
to ignore the official interpreters of the 
law for State and city, and to follow the 
instructions given him by the retained at- 
torney and political henchman of the 
brewery combine. 
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A PRESIDENTIAL IMPOSSIBILITY. 


The day in which the Chilian corre- 
spondence was laid before Congress the 
Post-DIsPATCH said that the attitude of 
the President was unjustifiable and de- 
nounced his ‘‘war’’ message as a disgrace- 
ful and absurd blunder.

Glad to see your exposure ofthe club dodge. 
Why shouldn't the Mercantileand st. Louis 
and other clubs pay a license? As the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals says in 44 Mo., Ap. 
8,688, where the same dodge was tried on, 
»The Principle of law that prohibits a labor- 
ing man from buying a drink of liquor in a 
saloon, ought to prevent wealthy gentlemen 


from organizing themselves into a corpora- 
tion for the purpose of selling it to their mem 
bers, that is, without ying any license. 
The Court of Appeals ordered * charter of 
the club to be forfeited for this ‘Violation of 
law. How would the wealthy ‘‘geutlemen,’’ 
who sell liquor in our city clubs, like to have 
this law applied to their organizations? The 
fact is that the whole high-license law (as ad- 
ministered) is one of the greatest farces of 
the age. Theoretically it is approximately

License Fees From Butchers. 


Lax Collection Methods. 


THE MEN PROSECUTED WILL MAKE A 
TEST CASE. 


One of Them Says That the Collector and 
His Deputies Have Been Exhibiting 
Partiality in Collecting License Fees 
and They Refused to Pay in Order 
That the Methods of the Office Might 
Be Exposed in Court. 


The inefficient collection of license has, in 
Collector Ziegenhein’s office, resulted in suits 
being brought to-day against thirty butch- 
ers, most of them tradesmen in good stand- 
ing, for non-payment of license fees. 

Fourteen suits were filed inthe First Dis- 
trict Police Court by Deputy Collector Jacob 
Huppert, and sixteen in the Second District 
Court by Deputy Collector John McDonnagh.

License 
fees were collected from the  estab- 
lished and well known butchers, and 
others, who opened shops to sell for 
alittle while, were let alone by the Col- 
lector’s office, or advised to bring their 11 
cense fees in installments, just as the saloon- 
keepers have been in the habit of doing. The 
Buthers’ Union protested against this lax 
enforcement of the law, and demanded 
that the Callector release them from this un- 
fair competition. They even sent a com- 
mittee to see him. Thos. H. Bischoff of 
Union Market was one of this committee. 

ZIEGENHEIN EXPLAINS. 

Mr. Bischoff reported that the Collector had 
explained his apparent delinquency in a ver 
satisfactory manner. To-day Mr. Bischo 
explained his explanation. The Couilector 
said to me that he was obliged to use judg- 

ment in matters in his office,’’ said Mr. Bis- 
| choffto-day. ‘‘He said he had to run his 
— just as any business man would run his 

uSiness, soasto get as much money out of 
It as possible for the city. What's the use,’ 
said he to me. ‘of closing up a man and 
driving him out of Dusiness when he would 
be able to Dey his license a month later?’ 

**So,’’ Mr. Bischoff continued, I was sat- 
isfied and told all the butchers so. It was all 
right if he was easy On a man who couldn't 
pay all at once and Jet him run on a half U- 
cense, or let some poor devil of a butcher 
open and payin installments. We were all 
satisfied, if there were a few kickers now and 
then. There are kickers everywhere.“ 

RESENTMENT OF THE BUTCHERS, 

Mr. Bischoff’s satisfaction w not, it ap- 
rs, shared by the butcWers generally. 
‘hey began to think, very reasonably, that 
it was a poor rule that wouldn't work both 
ways and all around, and they concluded 
that if some butchers were to be treated with 
consideration because of influence 
they could exert on Collector 
Ziegenhein and his deputies, all 
should receive the same careful nursing. 
Collector Ziegenhein, consequently, found 
fter that that the butchers were not comin 
in so rapidly to pay their licenses as they had 
been in the habitof doing. They were urged 
to pay upand the response was not unani- 
mous. These fees were due July 1, seven 
months ago, but the Collector was reluctant 
to bring about the legal contest which 
he knew would bring to light the methods of 
his office, and instead of proceeding at once 
against the delinquents, he let matters drag 
on till the Post-DISPATCH Degan showing the 
incompetent and partial management of his 
collections, He made one more attempt to 
get the butchers to pay, and then to-day 
sent his deputies to court with the list of

O’Connell’s Prohibition Proceedings 
Against the School Board. 


THE PLAINTIFF WILL FILE A DECLA- 
RATION NEXT MONDAY. 


It Will Probably Be a Few Days Later 
Before the Action Is Tried—A Rail- 
road Employe Enjoins a Oreditor From 
Garnisheeing His Wages—Other Mat- 
ters in Court. 


The prohibitions proceeding brought by 
John W. O’Lonnell to restrain the School 
Board from investigating the contest to his 
election as a member of the board, came up 
in Judge Klein’s court to-day. School Direc- 
tor John Brady, whose seat in the board is 
also conteste a, was present, as was Attorney 
Stark, the board’s legal counselor, though he 
took no partin the legal argument to-day, 
the board having retained other counsel, 
owing to Mr. Stark having given the 
board an opinion which disqualified him 
from acting as the Board’s attorney in the 
case. A number of other persons prominent 
in School Board circles were present to see 
the outcome of the bearing. The Board was 
represented by Maj. Edward Cunningham, 
Jr., and Charles Nagel. Judge Chester H. 
Krum is Mr. O’Conneli’s attorney. 

The Board’s lawyers petitioned the Court to 
require the plaintiff to file a declaration set- 
ting forth his complaint in full, rather than 
be required to answer the writ of prohibition 
as Applied for. This was opposed by Judge 
Krum. Judge Klein, after the attorneys on 
both sides had given their views, said: ‘*You 
gentiemen are inquiring as to what course 
shall be taken, They plead (addressing 
Judge Krum) that you should file a declara- 
tion rather than that they be required to ad- 
dress themselves to the petition as it 18. 

Judge Krum interrupted the court, stating: 
I the respoudents are not satisfied with 
the bill as itis they can demur, and then if 
the return is not sufficient we can raise the 
question. The Supreme Court has always 
indulged mandamus proceedings. “4 

Upon your view,’’ said Judge Klein, the 
defendants ought to plead to the petition.’’

$500 TO BIND THE MATCH. 


President Fulda Says the California Club 
Will Give a Reasonable Purse' for the 
Contest—Slavin Discusses His Plans 
and Gives His Opinion of Fightsrs—

Charlie Mitchell may be sincere in his chal- 
lenge to fight Sullivan, but he is not going 
about the matter in the right way. Although 
he has asked the California Athletic Club if 
they will offer a purse for the contest, he has 
posted no forfelture as yet and, what 
is more, states that a forfeit- 
ure of $500 will be large enough. 
This givesthe affair the appearance ofan 
advertising dodge. Mitchell, when seen last 
night in reference to the matter, said: ‘‘I 
sent the télegram to the California Clubto 
show the people thatmy draw with Sullivan 
at Chantilly was not a fluke, and thatlam 
willing to meet him inany size ring. It will 
give Sullivan a chance to clear his record by 
defeating me, for until he does that his 
record will not de clear, for my 
draw with him in this country with 
gloves and at Chantilly with bare knuckles 
will stand against him. I am not afraidto 
meet Sullivan in any size ring. President 
Fulda has replied to my telezram that the 
California Club would give us the biggest 
purse ever put up for a contest. I agree to 
uccept the offer and ally that now remains ts 
for Sullivan to accept, and the match can be 
easily arranged. As the money § will 
have to be posted a long time 1 
think a forfeit of $500 will de sum 
cient for there is no use in Keeping 
afew thousand dollars tied up for months. 
A forfeit of $50u Is large enough to guarantee 
the presence of each in the ring and a bigger 
forfeit is foolishness. 

I a forieit of only $500 is posted it will 
give the match the appearance of an ad- 
vertising dodge only as you could easily 
afford to forfeit that sum to secure the in- 
creased revenue the match would bring you 
in the sMow business, the reporter re- 
marked. 

need no advertising, replied Mitchell. 
‘*Tam as well known in this country as Sulll- 
van and have as good a record. It is as 
much an advertisement for him as for me. 
In fact, I made Sullivan by getting him a 
match with Kilrain and giving him a chance 
to regain the prestige which he had lost by 
my fighting a draw witn him. I have never 
failed to live up to an agreement yet, and if 
Jam matched tofight Suplivan I will be in 
the ring at the proper time if I am 
alive. There will be no trouble about that 
and the forfeit money will be merely a mat- 
ter of form. Sullivan does not care to fight 
any more than Ido, and I would rather eat a 
good meal than fight, but H will notstand 
everything, and when pushed too hard I will 
fight. Ifthe match is made I am sure to be 
there. He forfeited to me twice and I have 
never forfeited to Sullivan once. What is 
more, if we fight the money his admirers will 
bet on him will all be covered.“ 

Sullivan will unquestionably demand the 
posting of a larger forfeit than $500 in case he 
is matched to fight Mitchell. Few people be- 
lieve the clever little Englisuman would 
stand any show with the big fellow in a smal! 
ring under Queensberry rules, This would 
make Mitchell fight for three minutesin a 
stretch every round whether he was 
knocked down or not, and would give 
the American a better opportunity to land 
his terrific punches. His weight and hitting 
power would prove too much forthe English 

xer and the battle would not be apt to be 
avery long one, despite Mitchell’s unques- 
tioned generalship. The draw with gloves, 
to which Mitchell referred, was when he met 
Sullivan at Madison Square Garden, New 
York, May 22, 1883. He landed a blow in the 
opening round which floored Sullivan, to the 
surprise ofall. After that, however, Sullivan 
punished him most severely and had Mitchell 
all but Knocked out whemthe police inter- 
fered in the third round and stopped the con.
